By scoring 17 points, McKelvy led the Oilers to a 44 to 39 
win over the El Cerrito Gauchos. Joe Rich followed with 
9 tallies. Richmond continued its winning ways as the Oilers 
crushed the Hayward Farmers by the score of 61-40. Joe 
Rich led the Oiler attack with 14 points, Willie Preston fol- 
lowed with 13 points, and Sam Williams with 12. McKelvy’s 
17 points led the Oilers to a 50-28 slaughter over the 
Piedmont Highlanders. Preston and Quirk scored 8 and 
6 points respectively to help the Oiler cause.

Jim Rhinehart, Rockne Olds, Bill Bartlett, 
Elmo Bradley, Alex Barrios, Gary Howells, Keith Madsen, 
Leonard Reed, Bill Golden, Ken Cutshall, Wilbur Gary, 
Ralph Bledsoe, and Jack Sheppard were members of the 
Sophomore team. 


By our 2-10 semester, we became accustomed to our new 
life. We voted Jack McKay as President, Inez Brooks as 
Vice-President and Barbara Jackson for Secretary. Peggy 
Hargrave and Gwen Kersey were the 2-10 representatives 
for Girls’ League. Mary Lopez, Marlene Jones and Carol 
Zampa added bounce and pep when they became assistant 
yell leaders. That year the J. V. basketball team won the 
A.C.A.L. Those who helped to win were Ken Wood, Joe 
Rich, Larry Bower, Willie Preston, Mickey Quigley, and Bill 
Ratterman. Then came baseball and another A.C.A.L. vic- 
tory. Mick Quigley was on the varsity while Jack L. Marlin, 
Joe Rich, Joe Rodola, Gene Sjostrand, Jim Anselmo, Frank 
Glenn and Rich Thomas were on the J. V. team. Those on 
the J. V. Track team were Sam Williams, Larry Friend, 
Wilbur Gary, Mike Savage and Norman Waldron. 


In 1950, we became Juniors with Mike Savage as Presi- 
dent, Di Kovalevsky as Vice-President and Inez Brooks as 
Secretary. By now we took more interest in school affairs 
and Joe Rodola, Gene Sjostrand and Jim Anselmo joined 
the Rally Committee. Di Vovalevsky became a Thespian 
and Betty Aguiar, Jean Betts and Harriet Enzenaur were 
the 1-11 representatives in Girls’ League. Football was 
the interest and sport at that time and those who made 


the varsity were Jack Sheppard, Mickey Quigley, Wilbur 
Gary, Bill Golden and Joe Rich. The Junior Prom was 
“Chinatown.” 


In our 2-11 year, Greg Hearn rapped the gavel, Joe Rich 
was Vice-President and Dale Smith took minutes. The S. A. 
officers were Mike Savage, treasurer; Dick Long, Commis- 
sioner of Law and Order; and Bob Ellison, Commissioner of 
Boys’ Athletics. Greg Hearn was voted into the Rally Com- 
mittee and Mike Savage, Allen Casebolt and Fred Busher 
went to Boys’ State. The student body gave a carnival and 
the 2-11 Class was represented by having the ping-pong 
ball throw. April 28, 1951, was our Junior Prom, ‘’Ara- 
besque.”’ 


Our 1-12 officers were Howard Curtis, President; Greg 
Hearn, Vice-President; and Joann Carr, Secretary. The 
S. A. offices were Joe Rich, Treasurer; Dick Long, Judge; 
Barbara Jackson, Commissioner of Law and Order; Inez 
Brooks, Publicity Chairman; Sandy Tuttle, Commissioner of 
Girls’ Athletics; Eddie Griffin and Carol Zampa, Head Yell 
Leaders. The assistant yell leaders were Howard Curtis, 
Mike Savage, and Joann Carr. The social activity, given 
November 2, 1951, was called ‘The Richmond Stomp.” We 
won the perpetual sportsmanship trophy. In Girls’ League, 
Bev Higley became president and Ann Copeland was Vice- 
President. Richmond won the A.C.A.L. in football and those 
to telp were Levell Holmes, Bill Golden, Gene Sjostrand, 
Greg Hearn, Joe Rich, Jack Sheppard, Wilbur Gary, Mickey 
Quigley, Don Roberts, Sam Williams and Elmo Bradley. 


To lead us through our high senior semester, we had Bob 
Ellison, Pres'dent; Pat Hargrave, Vice-President, and Janet 
Earl, Secretary. Our semester was very social including 
our Senior Party March 8, 1952. Then came “Bali Hoo,”” the 
Senior Play, and the cast party. April 29 was the Senior 
Talent Show and May 15 was Senior Banquet and Dance. 
The most lonaed for activity came on June 7, the Senior 
Ball and finally graduation on June 10. 

The memkers of the class wish to thank all teachers, 
administrators and friends for making their stay a success 
and a pleasure for the past three years.
